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JERUSALEM (JP)—The Sabbath “rain of stones” 
continued in Jerusalem as religious fanatics again 
demonstrated against, and stoned, vehicles moving 
on Saturday. 

This time a police car and a United Nations jeep 
were the targets of the flying missiles. Two of the 
five policemen driving through the Geula section of 
the city were slightly injured by stones when they 
left their auto to break up the demonstration. 
Neither the U.N. jeep nor its occupants were hit 
in the other incident. 

In what might be termed a “switch”, there were a 
larger number of persons demonstrating against 
them than there were Sabbath demonstrators last Sat- 
urday morning. Seven persons were detained by the 
police but all were later released. 


In mid-week, Rabbi Amram Blau, 55, called the 
“principal instigator” of the demonstrations around 
the children’s club of the Working Mothers Organiza- 
tion which borders the Mea Shearim “ghetto” section, 
was sentenced to 21 days in jail. 

The rabbi was found guilty by a special three 
judge court of taking part in an illegal demonstration 
in front of the children’s club on Oct. 27. Still pending 
is another charge of illegal assembly and the police 
are reportedly preparing four more similar charges 
against him. The rabbi’s 18-year-old son and a youth 
of 20 also found guilty of the same charge, were 
fined 20 Israel pounds and were bound to keep the 
peace for one year or face automatic imprisonment 
for a month.

According to the Jewish Claims 
Committee, which represents all 
the major organizations, the ne- 
gotiations have been “consistent- 
ly hampered” by Austrian insis- 
tence on details and legal objec- 
tions “which could easily have 
been overcome.” The committee 
asserts that the Austrian govern- 
ment promised to make a definite 
offer for settlement by the end of 
October past. No such offer was 
received. 





The Committee has termed 
“both harsh and ridiculous” an

cently by the Austrians. The 
new proposal offers $1.15 million 
in payment for heirless property 
—the major bone of contention in 
the negotiations—in place of $12 
million asked by Jewish repre- 
sentatives. Charging that Aus- 
tria “which at any time in the 
past 50 years has not been as 
prosperous as it is today” cannot 
“honestly claim inability to meet 
our demands,” and that the 
amount requested will not place a 
burden upon the Austrian econ- 
omy, a Committee spokesman 
said the new offer “offends the 
dignity of the claims and consti- 
tutes no appreciable assistance to 
Hitler’s victims.”

THE LAST ONE not only 
chased Edmond Fleg away from 
his beloved home in Paris but 
also saw both his sons killed in 
action. The poet and his wife be- 
came fugitives and later, instead 
of executing their deportation 
order, Italian soldiers respectful- 
ly saved the Flegs, crying “ecce 
poeta!” (long live the _ poet). 
“Italians still believe in poetry,” 
says Fleg. 

On his birthday, the sprightly 
80-year-old man of letters re- 
ceived the highest honor ever paid 
a French writer. Not even such 
famed men as Balzac and Flau- 
bert ever were given the honor 
that came to the French Jew Ed- 
mond Fleg: 

He is the first member in the 
130 year history of the Society of 
Letters whose birthday was pro- 
claimed a national holiday. 

But more important to the ag- 
ing writer than national holidays 
is the future of the Jew in France 


and in the world.

AN INDEFATIGABLE fighter 
for a Jewish renaissance all over 
the world, Fleg several years ago 
became the head of the French 
section of the World Jewish Con- 
gress. He has devoted the last 
few years entirely to the struggle 
to re-shape the role of French 
Jewry. Though he recognizes the 
danger of growing anti-Semitism 
in his native country, a trend to- 
ward inter-marriage and assimi- 
lation, he nevertheless sees signs 
“of hope and confidence.” 

Although a liberal, the poet, 
growing older, more and more ap- 
praises the “virtues of traditional 
Judaism.”

ne of the comedians at the 
O recent Night of Stars pro- 
gram of the United Jewish Appeal 
at Madison Square Garden said 
that a Jewish holiday was being 
marked now and that it was 
known as “Erev Florida.” That 
being the case, suppose we go 
down there and see what there 
is to see. We have already made 
two “trips to Florida via this 
column, and this will make the 
third. 

BROAD CAUSEWAY, the main 
highway linking the mainland of 
Dade county with Miami Beach, 
was built by and named for Shep- 
ard Broad, attorney and civic lead- 
er. In 1950, Broad was voted Dade 
county’s outstanding citizen. A 
bronze plaque with Broad’s por- 
trait in bas relief is affixed to the 
Causeway entrance.

On the slope of Iron Mountain 
2'2 miles from Lake Wales is the 
Singing Tower, a memorial to Ed- 
ward Bok, the noted editor and 
journalist. On its north door is a 
series of bas-reliefs telling the 
story of the six days of Creation, 
as described in the Book of Gene- 
sis. The majestic staircase, the 
hanging lamps, the delicate win- 
dow grill and the bronze door to 
Bok’s crypt are all the work of 
the master iron craftsman, Sam- 
uel Yellin. 

In a tiny park just outside of 
Port St. Joe stands Constitution 
Monument, which lists the name 
of/ David Levy, along with the 
other members of the 1838 con- 
Stitutional convention. It was this 
convention that framed Florida’s 
first constitution and asked for 
admittance to the Union. The 
granite monument stands on the 
approximate spot occupied by the 
building in which the convention 


was held.

Incidentally Levy county on the 
west coast of Florida is named for 
Levy. Although Levy changed his 
name to Yulee after his election to 
the Senate, the state’s geogra- 
phers retained his original name 
when they platted new counties. 
Levy county adjoins Alachua 
county, in which Yulee’s father 
owned large tracts of land. Levy 
Lake is named for Yulee’s father, 
Moses Elias Levy. This popular 
fishing spot is part of the land on 
which ,the elder Levy tried to es- 
tablish a Jewish colony in the 
1820s. 

There are other places of Jew- 
ish interest in Clearwater, Ellen- 
ton, Homosassa Springs, Jackson- 
ville, Miami and Miami Beach, 
Sarasota and Tallahassee.

Knight of the Bow

ASHA Heifetz was the son of a humble Russian violinist 
J playing in Vilna with a local symphony orchesfra. When 
he was eight months old, Jasha would stop crying when 
music was played. At three, he was brought his first violin 
and amazed his father with the uncanny aptitude he dis- 
played. He played instinctively, as if some magic powers 
were guiding his fingers. Taken to the conservatory, the 
professor admonished Jasha’s father, saying that a boy of 
four was too young to be taught. However, the ambitious 
father insisted that his Jasha be heard, and after the pro- 
fessor heard the child play, he proclaimed him a genius. 


When he was six, while other children played with 
blocks, Jasha was giving recitals before large Russian audi- 
ences. He was brought for instruction to the great teacher, 
Leopold Auer, who had taught the most celebrated violinists 
of the age. The boy studied little, but played the nfost diffi- 
cult concerti by heart, after rehearsing them only two or 
three times. 


When the boy was 12, the famous teacher said to Jasha’s 
father, “Your son is the type of genius who is born only once 
in hundreds of years. I am finished. There is nothing more 
that I can teach him.” The young genius embarked on a 
European concert tour that was an unprecedented triumph. 
Thousands sat spellbound at the magic of his music and then 
fought with police to get closer to the boy. 


He came to the United States for his first concert at 
17, and was proclaimed by the public, the critics and fellow 
musicians the greatest living master of the violin. Today 
his playing is sheer perfection, and his fame is secure among 
the musical greats of all time.

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: My name is Hochzeit. My father and 
D grandfather both came from Upper Silesia in Poland. I 
would appreciate your telling me the origin of my name. All 
that I know about my name is the meahing of it in German.— 
MAX HOCHZEIT, New York, N. Y. 

HOCHZEIT is a German word meaning “a wedding”. As 
a Jewish family name it is a translation of the name of a village. 
The village is situated in Zips territory which at one time was 
Polish, became a part of Hungary and finally wound up as a 
possession of Czechoslovakia after World War I. The name of 
the village is Wesele, Hungarian Veszele in the district of Name- 
szto. At the time Hungarian Jews were obliged to assume per- 
manent family names there were seven Jewish inhabitants in 
Wesele, all of German ancestry. One of them was probably 
your ancestor who took the Polish meaning of Wesele,trans- 
lated it into the German Hochzeit, and made the term his fam- 
ily name.

Ds Mr. Pearlroth: Kindly let me know the origin of the 
name Lubowitz. My parents lived in the town of Ciech- 
anowiec in Grodno or Lomza Gubernia of Russian Poland.— 
BENJAMIN LUBOWITZ, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

LUBOWITZ is a name of geographical origin. It is taken 
from the name of the village of Lubowicz, in the district of 
Ciechanowiec in Poland. There are three villages of that name 
next door to one another. But there were only two Jewish fam- 
ilies in all three of them, in 1804. They were employed in the 
local distillery. From one of them you are probably descended, 
Ciechanowiec, the county seat is a geographical curiosity in that 
it is divided in two, each half belonging to a different gubernya, 
now called wojewodztwo.

THE EDITOR'S CHAIR 





have been reading as many as 

possible of the articles which 
Ben Gurion has been writing for 
the Jewish Day-Journal. I find 
them clear and forthright, but 
most noticable, in view of the for- 
mer prime minister’s propensity 
for speaking his mind regardless, 
is their restraint. 

No berating of American Jews, 
no breast-beating, no pointing of 
the finger, although there is an 
underlying feeling of “if only the 
Jews of the world would rally to 
help Israel. Yet he makes no ap- 
peal, and the writing is peculiarly 
unemotional, but the kind of 
lack of tears which only one who 
has gone through much travail be- 
trays. 

Here’s one of the recent col- 
umns, and you'll get what I mean: 

“We've got to look with open 
eyes on the situation in Israel. 
The people in the State of Israel 
are no minority depending on the 
good graces of the majority. They 
have a fatherland of their own. 
They produce most of their food 
and manufacture most of their ar- 
ticles of consumption. They have 
control over their territory and 
the air above it. Their culture has 
been inherited from their ances- 
tors, and they have a language of 
their own—Hebrew, which unites 
them with all the generations that 
preceded them as well as with 
their fellow-Jews throughout the 
world. In Israel there is no differ- 
entiation between our needs as 
Jews and as human beings; our 
material as well as our spiritual 
life is encompassed within the 
framework of the soverign Jew- 
ish State. 

“However, having a state does 
not yet mean having a model 
state. And the sovereign Jewish 
State aims at becoming a model 
state.® 

“As matters stand today, we 
are a long way from being a well- 
ordered state, let alone a model 
state. We are still short in many 
qualities that make for an ideal 
society. We lack self-sufficiency. 
We have a long way to travel be- 
fore we are able to absorb the 
800,000 new immigrants who came 
to us from all corners of the globe 
within the last six years. We are 
yet to be consolidated into one 
people. The many differences in 
the degree of culture, education, 
Jewish knowledge, which charac- 
terize our population, composed

as it is of elements hailing from 
all parts of the world, are evi- 
dence that the process of national 
amalgamation is very far from 
having run its course. Moreover, 
we are suffering from a multiplic- 
ity of parties and factions which 
renders the operation of our de- 
mocratic system extremely diffi- 
cult. 

“Yet, in spite of everything, we 
can point with pride to a number 
of great achievements wrought by 
our young state. The rise of the 
State of Israel was made possible 
by the matchless courage of our 
army. Our ability to defend our- 
selves against the host of our ene- 
mies, who are still plotting our 
destruction, arouses respect 
throughout the world. Our open 
gates, through which have 
streamed a large host of our peo- 
ple from lands of oppression, have 
excited the admiration of man- 
kind. We have taken possession of 
an arid land, ruined by the neglect 
of centuries. We have begun to 
reclaim it and fructify it, and we 
are building a new civilization on 
the ancient, ancestral soil. 

“Neither the United States of 
America, nor Australia, nor South 
Africa, nor any other country 
that was developed through immi- 
gration, can show a record of 
avhievements comparable to ours, 
piled up in such a short time. 
Only the Scandinavian countries, 
that should be our model, achiev- 
ed more by way of economic wel- 
fare coupled with social justice, 
but they have achieved it after 
hundreds of years of independ- 
ence and a struggle against odds, 
which cannot compare with ours. 

“Nonetheless, the State of Is- 
rael cannot afford to rest on its 
young laurels. It has great tasks 
to perform in behalf of the Jew- 
ish people throughout the world. 
It must realize the prophecy of 
the Ingathering of the Exiles; 
that is our first concern. And it 
must embody in its development 
the social ideals of the Prophets, 
It must, in other words, become 
a model state. 
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t the University of North, one 
A of my fraternity brothers 
was Harry Kramer of Wallace, 
N. C. I haven’t seen Harry since 
1930 when I was thrust into the 
bitter world to fend for myself, as 
was he a year or so later.

Time for Tourism 


HE one big need of Israel that the 

U.S. Jewish community could really 

fill, but is making no organized effort to 
do so—is in connection with tourism. 

There are reasons which our Jewish 
business men and industrialists seem to 
consider sufficient for not investing in 
Israel. 

And there are reasons which our 
young people or their parents consider 
valid why they are not going to the new 
nation to contribute of their skills, wheth- 
er for a year or two or for their whole 
lives. 

But there are no reasons, in fact, 
every factor points the other way, why 
hundreds of thousands of Americans, 
young and old, are not visiting Israel this 
year. 

With a little ingenunity and a great 
deal of organization, we’re sure that 
the 35,000 visitors to Israel in 1953, 
could be increased to 135,000 in a mat- 
ter of ten years or less. 

There should be tours from every 
Jewish community, organized and spon. 
sored locally, with planes or even entire 
ships being chartered. 


There should be college groups from 
all parts of the country. Hebrew school 
and even Sunday school groups too. And 
Hadassah and B’nai B’rith and your syn- 
agogue and mine. 

The price of the tours could be with- 
in the reach of almost everyone who 
takes a vacation—and who doesn’t? 

Once the flood of visitors begins, it 
will snowball and multiply. 

The need for American immigrants 
may be filled as the visitors see for them- 
selves the opportunities for living in the 
new nation, and return to settle in Is- 
rael. 

The matter of investments too may be 
met, as American Jews see the possibili- 
ties and the satisfactions from making 
a financial contribution in this way to 
the upbuilding in Israel. 

In fact, this idea of pilgrimages to 
Israel from every logical group and city 
may prove the key to all of Israel’s prob- 
lems in connection with the American 
Jewish community. 

It may also be the stimulus the Jew- 
ish community here needs as it grows to 
maturity and creativity. 


Democracy ’s Chance 


E’RE sure that the owner of the 

Camelback Inn, which has just lost 
the convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Attorneys General won't like 
what happened a bit. But we doubt that 
it will change their attitude except may- 
be for the worse. 

But what about those Jews who the 
Camelback Inn has been “carefully” se- 
lecting with their non-Jewish guests. 

Up until now these Jews could have 
pleaded that they were unaware of the 
un-American policies of the place, but 
now they have a decision to make, and 
we hope it will be the right one. 


If these Jews who have been guests 
at the Camelback Inn will let the owners 
know what they think about its policy, 
and if some of the non-Jews who have 
been going there will also inform the 
Inn of their dislike for anti-Jewish poli- 
cies, then the place will really have a 
change of heart. 

The hotels and resorts charged with 
bias against Jews usually come forward 
with the flimsy excuse that their guests 
prefer not to be with Jews. 

But these excuses can be exploded 
and democracy win a big victory if the 
Camelback Inn guests, Jews and non- 
Jews, disavow the management’s policy. 


A Change In Attitude 


HETHER or not a Jew will ever be 

president of the U.S., and when, 
was asked 400 Jewish leaders and the 
replies from about half were in the af- 
firmative, for sometime before the year 
2100. 

Of course, these replies were in the 
nature of guesswork, but they showed 
that some Jewish leaders do not think 
that the eventuality is too far distant im 
the future. 

But whenever it happens, we’ll haz- 
ard the guess that a good many Jews 


will be fearful. 

Or rather we should say that if the 
US. were to elect a Jew president now, a 
good many Jews wouldn’t look with 
equanimity on the prospect. 

Fifty or 100 years from now, with 
the Jewish community having proceeded 
at as quick a pace as it has been for the 
last ten years on the road to maturity, 
the possibility of a Jew as president will 
most likely be most welcome—a sign of 
the day when U.S. democracy too will 
have matured.

Knowing your editorial policy 
to be vitally concerned with the 
religious issues which confront 
the Jewish community of the 
United States, we feel that you 
are rendering a distinct service to 
your readers in bringing the tra- 
ditional viewpoint of our col- 
league to the attention of the 
many subscribers to the Post

lation among so many and diverse 
elements in American Jewish 
community life. 


The view which Rabbi Rubin- 
ger upholds on the question of 
conversion we believe to be sound 
and reasonable. We have been 
waiting for the clash of opinions 
to subside, and the fire of ideolo- 
gical zeal to abate, before enter- 
ing into the controversy with 
what we are convinced is a logical 
and reasonable approach to the 
issue of conversion. 


Rabbi Rubinger is not pursuing 
an unreasonable attitude when he 
calls for order in the chaos of 
procedures in conversion practices 
which mark the American scene. 
His criticism is directed at those 
rabbis who further complicate 
the status of religious practise by 
becoming parties to haphazard 
conversions which not alone vie- 


late basic procedures in Halakah, 
but which deal severe psychologi- 
cal blows to converts who are of- 
ten sincere but unwitting victims 
of the disorder promoted by dis- 
regard for essential procedures in 
conversion. 


The candidate for conversion 
cannot always be aware that a 
conversion ceremony inconsistent 
with Halakic practise will expose 
the convert to questionable status 
as such and will reflect, in the case 
of the female convert, on the sta- 
tus of the children, who, it seems 
to us are the most unfortunate 
victims of this irresponsibility on 
the part of some American rabbis. 


Almost every spiritual leader of 
a traditional synagogue will testi- 
fy to the occurance of incidents 
of a most pathetic and cruel na- 
ture. Children of a woman “con- 
verted” to Judaism are rejected 
by the Hebrew school, or children 
admitted to the school are later 
barred from the ceremony of Bar 
Mitzvah when the illegal method 
of the mother’s “conversion” is 
learned, or a young man or wo- 
man identified with the synagogue 
all their lives are informed by 
their rabbi of his inability to of- 
ficiate at a service of marriage be- 
cause on examining the mother 
of the bride or groom it was de- 
termined that no bona fide con- 
version had actually taken place, 
and that neither the mother nor 
her offspring have status in 
Judaism. 

The burden invariably falls up- 
on the traditionalist rabbi who 


acting in accordance with Hala- 
kah must reject the “convert” and 
her children. It is he who is called 
“bigot,” “reactionary,” cruel and 
narrowminded,” when the real cul- 
prits are the calloused rabbis, 
who without qualms of con: 
science, depart from the order 
and established procedures in Hal- 
akah which maintain the tradi- 
tion in approach and fulfillment 
of the conversion rite. It is they 
who perpetrate cruelty, and ex- 
pose the innocent “convert” to the 
shocking information that they 
are not converts after all. 


It is to these rabbis that Rabbi 
Rubinger addresses his criticism, 
He is justifiably irate. He is to be 
commended for his courage, and 
for his willingness to expose him 
self to attack from those who are 
less zealous for the Halakah. We 
are convinced that Rabbi Rubin- 
ger has said what had to be said. 
We recommend his suggestions 
for clarity in conversion proced: 
ures to the non-conformist rabbis, 
and we subscribe to his admoni 
tion that the logical basis for es: 
tablishing procedures rests in our 
Halakah.
